125,000 MEN FOR TWO YEARS. 


President Issues Call For Volunteers This Afternoon, 


Be Sent to States at Once, 


THE STEAMER PARIS HAS NOT BEEN CAPTURED, 


Many Keports of Captured Vessels. 
Another Spanish Vessel 


Brought Into Key West, Spaniards Didn't Know 


War Had Begun. Sec. Sherman Will Eesign. 


(Specinl Dispatch to The Transcript) 


Washington, April 23.— President Mc- 


Kinley today issued a proclamation call- 
ing for 125,000 volunteers for two years' 
service. It was a surpriss to nearly every 
one who had not follows 
closely the 


events of the day in congress, and indi- 
cates anticipation of a long struggle. 
It was given out at the state depart- 
ment that the increase in tne number of 
men and length of service was to be pra- 
pared for more than Is expected, ao that 
in the event of continued hostilities, the 
army may not be temporarily disorgan- 
ized by the necessity of re-enlistments. 
The government does not intend to re- 
port any mistakes of the civil war from 
over confidence in a speedy victory. 


The proclamation in fall is as follows: 


BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED 


STATES, A PROCLAMATION. 


WHEEEAS, by a joint resolution of con- 


gress approved on the 20th day of April, 
1898, entitled "A joint resolution for the 
recognition of the Independence of the 
people of Cuba, demanding that the gov- 
ernment of Spain relinquish ita authority 
and government in the island of Cuba, to 
withdraw its land and naval forced from 
Cuba and Cuban waters, and directing 
the President of the United States to use 
the land and naval forces of the United 
States to carry these resolutions into 
effect," and, 


WHEBEAS, by an act of Congress en- 


titled: "An act to provide" for a tem- 
porary increasing of the military estab- 
lishment of the United States— in ti-ae of 
war and for other purposes— approved 
April 22, 1893, the President is authorized 
in order to raise volunteers for the army, 
to issue hii proclamation calling for 
volunteers to serve in the army of the 
United States, 


Now, 
therefore, I, William MoKinley, 


President of the United States, by virtu a 
of the power vested in me by the consti- 
tution and laws, and deeming a sufficient 
occasion to exist, have thought fit to call 
for and hereby do call for volunteers to 
aggregate the number of 125,000, in order 
to carry into effect the purpose of said 
resolution, the same to be apportioned as 
far as practicable among the several 
states and territories and District of 
Columbia, according to population, and 
to serve for two years unless sooner dis- 
charged. 


The details for this object will be im- 


mediately communicated to the proper 
authorities through the war department. 


In witness whereof, I have hereunto set 


my hand and caused the seal of the United 
States to be affixed. 


Done at the City of Washington, this 


23d d%y of April A. D. 1898, and of the 
Independence of the United States, 122d.

The President will send a message to 


congress Monday asking for a formal 
declaration of war to be made. This is 
simply to establish the position of the 
country, for while war has actually begun 
complications might follow a failure to 
conform to international custom.

THE NEWS AT WASHINGTON. 


WILLIAM 


Flaw Discovered In First Mill for 


Volunteer*. 


(By The Associated Press.) 


Washington, April 23.—The call of the 


President for 125,000 volunteers was a 
surprise, as it was announced this morn- 
ing that it would not be issued till Mon- 
day, on account of flaws in the bill. Con- 
gress met »t 10 o'olock this morning, 
however, and at 1.15 patiedthe present 
army bill. 


n congress has to take further ac- 


tion It Is believed the maximum strength 
of the volunteer army will be fixed, so 
AS to avoid all discussion in the future. 
The maximum will probably be 600,000. 
There is no expectation that this num- 
ber will be needed, but sufficient latitude 
will be given the president to enable him 
to raise armies without having to appeal 
to congress every time a new levy Is 
needed. 


When this question is settled, when it 


is known how many troops the presi- 
dent may employ and the way in which 
they are to be raised, the army will be 
created. It will take some weeks to put 
this army In condition, to properly equip 
and provide it with all the necessary 
supplies and stores which an army going 
into an enemy's country must have. 
. At th'e earliest it will b« nearly th* 


commencement of June before the army 
of occupation is ready to meet the 
Spaniards and drive them out of Cuba: 
but it is not certain that the army will 
be ready to begin operations in a month. 


At the present time it looks as if there 


•V.&S something of a clash between the 
two military branches of the govern- 
ment. "While congress is enacting the 
necessary legislation and the army is 
getting ready to be created and organ- 
ized, the navy will maintain the blockade 
of Havana and the other Cuban ports. 


It is impossible as yet to formulate a 


clear and definite plan for a naval cam- 
paign because the movements of the 
Spanish fleets are not yet known and 
there Is nothing for our fleet to do ex- 
rept blockade Cuba until it is known 
h-hether the Spaniards propose to carry 
on an offensive campaign by sea. 
The 


curious spectacle is now presented of the 
fleet' or two hostile nations keeping as 
far 1 
.1 each other as they can. 


Tii. .-panish fleet is still anchored oft 


Cape Verde islands, and Its officers say 
it will not sail until the ironclads ar- 
rive from Cadiz. 
The fleet assembled 


consists of the Vizcaya and Oquendo, 
three torpedo boats, three destroyers 
and a supply ship. The indications are 
that the Spaniards will not attempt to 
separate their naval force, but will form 
a large armada In hopes of fighting one 
pig- battle for the supremacy of the sea. 


The leading incidents of yesterday 


were the issuing of a blockade proclama- 
tion and the capture of a merchantman. 
It was in the gray dawn of the morning 
when the gunboat Nashville sighted the 
Spanish steamship Buena Ventura, lum- 
ber laden, bound from Pjjscagoula, Miss.. 
to Eotterdam. The prize was taken to 
JKey West in charge of a prize crew from 
the Nashville. No effort was. made to 
come close to the Spaniard, it being sup- 


posed that she would naturally stop at 
the signal with a whole war fleet In plain 
view; but the Spaniard showed no signs 
of stopping, so a second shot was flred 
across her bows and she hove to with a 
suddenness that Jarred her machinery* 
She is an English built ship, 28 years old. 
She vas owned by Larriago & Co. of 
Liverpool and Bilboa, is of 1166 tons bur- 
,den 
net, is 271 feet long, 34 feet 4 inches 


beam and draws 23 feet 9 inches of water. 
As a prize the craft is quite valuable 
from a financial standpoint, as hur.eargo 
•was 875,000 feet of lumber, worth $10,900. 
The proceeds of the sale of the ship and 
cargo will be divided, according to the 
usages of war, between the government, 
the crew of the ship which captured her, 
and something to the fleet commander, 
the fleet captain and to the naval vessels 
within hailing distance at the time of 
capture. 


Following up the formalities begin- 


ning with the blockade proclamation, 
the state department 
addressed 
an 


identical note to all of the representa- 
tives of the foreign nations accredited 
to Washington, notifying them of the 
policy to be pursued by this government 
in the matter of privateering and neu- 
trality. This was followed by the send- 
ing of cable messages to all American 
embassies' and legations abroad contain- 
ing the same information in a little more 
cuccinct form for presentation to the 
governments to which they are accredit- 
ed. The statement was precisely simi- 
lar in terms to that telegraphed last 
Wednesday, and Its formal adoption by 
the government as the line of policy to 
be pursued was not prevented by the 
criticism passed upon It in the senate by 
Mr. Money of Mississippi. The officials 
are not disturbed at the semi-official 
notice from Madrid that Spain will re- 
fuse to be bound by the same principles 
and forbid privateering, for they are 
satisfied that the commercial powers will 
not tolerate the practice of privateering 
under the Spanish flag. 


The secretary of the navy nas offi- 


cially decided temporarily to appoint 
Captain Sampson a rear admiral. The 
nomination, for it is believed It will be 
necessary to make a nomination even 
for temporary appointment, will be 
submitted to the senate very soon. By 
this action the department will "Jump" 
Captain Sampson, who stands third in 
the list of captains, not only over the 
two captains preceding him, but over 
the 10 commodores of the next grade 
above and below that of rear admiral. 
It is explained, however, that the ap- 
pointment being only temporary, the 
superior officers will lose nothing by this, 
for when he relinquishes the command 
of the squadron Rear Admiral Sampson 
will again become Captain Sampson and 
retain his number in the register. 


The secretary of the navy has sent to 


the house committee on naval affairs 
an urgent request for immediate action 
on a joint resolution he submits, creating 
an auxiliary naval force for coast de- 
fence. 
The first section of the resolu- 


tion reads as follows: 
"That a United 


States auxiliary naval force for coast 
defences Is hereby authorised to be es- 
tablished, to be enrolled In such' numbers 
as the president may deem necessary 
and to serve for a period of one year, un- 
less sooner disbanded by the direction 


(Special Dispatch to The Transcript.) 


Washington, April 23.—The first result 


of the beginning of war is to put in circn- 
lation many rumors of captured vessels, 
both Spanish and American. Most of 
these are pure rumor, and in the nature 
of the case cannot be verified. No cap- 
ture at sea can be reported authentically 
until the captured vessel is brought into 
some port, unless the engagement was 
seen by some other vessel which brings in 
the news. 


The most persistent report of this kind 


today was that the American line sveamer 
Paris, which left Southampton for thi8 


country Thursday. She was on her ar- 
rival here to be converted into a United 
States war vessel. Threats were made in 
London that she would be captured by 
Spanish cruisers, and these have started 
the rumors. 


No possible authority has been learned 


for the report. The fact that she has not 
been reported as passing the lizard is not 
considered proof of her capture, as Capt. 
Watkins of the Paris knew the attempt 
that would be made and has undoubtedly 
taiten another course. 


The Paris is one of the fastest ships on 


the water, and could outsail any Span- 
ish cruiser by two knots an hour. She 
carries no armament, but depends on 
her speed. 


VESSELS AJRE SAFE, 


(By Associated Press.) 


Madrid, April 23.—The capture of the 


Bnena Buena Ventura has aroused the 
greatest indignation here. There Is the 
wildest excitement in this city over the 
affair. 


It is claimed that hostilities were not 


yrt supposed to have begun. 
The gov- 


ernment claims that the unwarranted 
capture will bring down the wrath of the 
Powers on the United States. 


Liverpool, April, 23.—Lingrella Bros- 


owners of the ship Buena Ventura, have 
protested against the capture of the 
ship. They claim 
the captain 
was 


unaware of the existence of war, and that 
the cargo belonged to British merchants 
and that it was therefore illegal. They 
will probably enter a claim against the 
United States for damages. 


Havana, April 23.—The city is agitated 


with war entbjsiasm. The United States 
fleet is seen in the offing. Great confi- 
dence is felt among the Spaniards in the 
effectiveness of their batteries.

This country and Spain are in a state o 


war. The first gun has been fired, Thr 
first capture has been made. Official no- 
tice has been given other nations. Tb 
conflict is on. The impassioned exclama- 
tion, then, of Senator Thurston in the 
senate, imploring his colleagues "for 
God's sake" to cease the "political bick- 
erings" in the face of the crisis will meet 
with a hearty amen from the people. Mr. 
Thurston's vehement appeal is justified 
by the long and fruitless debates wbicn 
have prcmpted iti uUerance. This tire- 
EOice and worse than unnecessary talk of 
"rhat might have been or what cannot 
i ow be, is altogether too puerile for 
United States senators to indulge in, espe- 
ciilly in the presence of the patriotic 
duty of legislating to carry out the will of 
U'e nat on. 


ILere is but oneway of duty open to 


the American senate, so long as we are at 
war with a foreign nation, and senators 
cannot too thoroughly understand that 
tbere is but one way open to the approval 
of their constituents. That w«y of duty 
implies the dropping of partisanship,.the 
turning of all thoughts and efforts away 
from the past, towards the present and 
the future, the forgetting of the Presi- 
dent's politics but the remembering of his 
policies, and the sinking of all differences 
for the purpose of rallying unitedly to his 
support. 


This is what the people are doing; this 


is what they expect their senators and 
representatives to do. If, therefore, sen- 
ators do not wish to arouse the disgust of 
the nation let them cease political bick- 
ering and address themselves as Ameri- 
cans to the paramount duty of the hour— 
the upholding of the American flag. 


WHERE SPAIN GETS ITS COAL. 


The statement is made by the Agricul- 


tural Bureau at 
Washington: "Coal, 


which constitutes the most important 
item among Spain's non-agricultural im- 
ports, is procured chiefly from Great 
Britain. Of the total receipts during the 
year 1891 to 1895 inclusive, 92.33 per cent. 
cime from that country, the purchases 
amounting to £7,699,830 a year. Small im- 
ports were received niso from Prance, 
the Netherlands and Belgium. The re- 
ceipts from the United States amounted 
to less than 1 per cent, of the total, and 
had an average annual value of only 
¥13,747." 


Great Britain leads in the total tonnage 


of the merchandise carried by the vessels 
entered and cleared in the foreign com- 
merce of the country. It was 57.75 per 
cent, from 1891 to 1895, inclusive, to and 
from all foreign ports. 


It is thus shown that in the sale of coal 


and in the tonnage of merchandise in bur 
trade with Spain, Great Britain lead* the 
rest of the world. Great Britain there- 
fore, mast have a powerful influence to 
cause her to give her sympathy on the 
aide of the United States in the war now 
opening with Spain. But Great Britain's 
commercial relations with the United 
States makes her trade with Spain teem 
trivial and insignificant.

71,000, and there are five cities with 30, 
000 or more inhabitants in Cuba.

Spanish troops on the island number 60, 
000 to 100,000 — some estimates put the 
number higher. 


The export trade of the United States 


and Germany under the protective system 
goes steadily on, while England 
and 


France are complaining of a falling off in 
their exports. The English newspapers 
have been complaining of the reduction 
ot the export trade of that country, and 
now comes word that the French exports 
were, in 1896, forty millions francs less 
than they were fifteen years earlier. 
These conditions are in marked contrast 
with those of the United States, in which 
the exports are steadily increasing, those 
for the eight months of the present year 
being $60,000,000 greater than in th« cor- 
responding months of the preceding year.

That Foul Harbor. 


AS SOON AS SPA5IAKDS ABE OUT. 


Slok Heftdacba. 


Will Probably Be Railed and the 


Mystery of Her Destruction Solved—A 
Lingering Suspicion That the Explosion 
Was Internal—McKinley's Opinion. 


WASHINGTON, April S3.—[Special ]—One 


important task which tbo United States 
government hns before it is the cleaning 
up of Havana in a way that will put a 
Stop to the ravngrjs of yellow fever there. 
Yellow fever at Havana is n constant raen- 
BBO to the health of the people of our coun- 
try. The best wo have been able to do In 
the pabt is to guard against importation 
of germs by enforcing r'giJ inspection and 
quarantine regulations. Z'Vo serious efforts 
hare ever been made by the Spanish au- 
thorities to remove the source of danger, 
which beyond doubt is fee inexpressibly 
foul harbor of Havana. The Spanish havo 
been content to let this stand and fester 
year after year and decade after decade. 
If the matter wero left to then) alone, it 
would doubtless remain as it is for cen- 
turies more. But tbo United States is a 
different sort of government, and within 
a few weeks it is believed a new policy 
will have beon instituted in Havana. 


Home of Yellow Fever. 


One of tho first things our government 


proposes to do in Havana ia to clean out 
that harbor. Yellow fever must be extir- 
pated as a measure of protection to the in- 
terests of our own people, to aay nothing 
of Havana and Cuba, and the soldiers vtn 
may find it necessary to keep in tho island 
for a long time to come. Engineers say 
tho harbor can bo cleansed. Some years 
ago an English firm offered to clonn the 
harbor if the Spanish government would 
give them what they found in the bottom 
of the hay for their reward. The govern- 
ment would not do it, probably because it 
believes tho traditions that buried in the 
mud of the harbor is vast wealth in gold 
and precious stones and metals, lost there 
during the last three centuries. Besides 
the Spanish could not soe that much was 
to be gained by going through such an ex- 
pensive and troublesome process as clean- 
ing out a harbor. 


Just how tho harbor is to be cleaned 


does not as yot appear. Ono suggestion 
has been made that tho narrow entrance 
between Morro and Punta forts bo coffer- 
dammed and all the water within the har- 
bor proper be pumped out, enabling scows 
and scavengers to literally scrape out the 
rotten debris which now makes this pretty 
bay the dirtiest in the world. But to do 
this, while purbaps possible as an engi- 
neering feat, would surely threaten Ila- 
va£ i with epidemic of tha most deadly 
type during tho progress of the work, bo- 
eldes stopping business and navigation for 
a long time. The most likely method is 
to dredge tho harbor bottom thoroughly, 
employing American energy and machin- 
ery and sticking to it till tho nasty hole 
had been completely cleaned out. 


Future of Cuba, 


Aside from tho question of war, many 


of our public rsen havo bcon giving atten- 
tion to tho future of Cuba. They realize 
that we have a pretty largo task before us 
in that island. To get tho Spaniard* out 
ia, of course, tho first tbin;{, but after that 
a stable government must be set up, tho 
hundreds of thousands of destitute peopla 
mutt bo fed and put baak upon their till- 
age aaros so that they may recover their 
lott farms and support themselves and 
their families. 
There aro railroads to re- 


construct, ditches to dig, harbors to clean, 
docks to repair, 
waterworks systems 


to renovate, schools to build end all 
mann«>» of things to be dono or to be 
itarted going at least before it can b» 
fairly said the United States has performed 
the full measure of its duty in Cuba. If 
tho United Status stioks (o Its task in tha 
way in which it usually sticks to anything 
it undertakes, in flvo years the Cubans 
will not know their own country and will 
blags the day tho Yankees took hold of it. 


I should not be surprised if ono result 


of American occupation of Havana was a 
recovery of the battloiblp Moino from tho 
oozo of tba harbor in which it is fast sink- 
ing. There U in Washington still tho mom 
Intense desiro to know alt of tbo truth 
about that disaster and a feeling that we 
never shall know it until the Maine is 
raised bodily by means of I mm on BO coffer- 
dams built around her distorted and dis- 
membered parts. To do this Voukl cost a 
great deal of money, and yet I belicvo tho 
American congress would gladly vote the 
appropriation with which to d» It. Tho 
destruction of the Maine burned and bored 
its impress dcop into tho hearts and minds 
of tho American people, and as long as 
there 13 a possibility of restoring the ship 
to life I bellavo congress will bo disposed 
to authorize tho necessary expenditure. 


The Main* Catutrophe. 


Probably it ia not generally known that 


among naval experts there is still a linger- 
ing suspicion that the Maine blew up in- 
ternally. It Is not popular to say so, and 
therefore on* rarely bears ibis suspicion 
voiced in any official circles here. Bat 1 
know It to bo a fact that a oonildermble 


numoerot men wnow training ana experi- 
ence constitute them good judges of such 
affairs are not satisfied Spanish crime de- 
stroyed the ship. 
My own belief Is very 


strong that Spanish offloors, sympathizing 
with We/ler and wanting to bring on a 
row that would put tin end to Sagasta and 
to Blanco, committed the orline, and I 
bare no believed over sine* tba Mploilon. 
But it is only fair to say that tbis opinion, 
while general, though beld by nine men 
out of teu, is not universal, There aro ex- 
ceptions, and auioug these exceptions are 
men whose judgment and sincerity art 
botb entitled to respoot. 


Tha truth appears to be that the manner 


in which the Maine met her fate Is one of 
tho inygterlos of our tiroes, and as n rays- 
tory/should be cleared up. In case it be- 
comos uocossnry for tho United States to 
clean out Havana harbor after taking pos- 
session of the oity in tho name of freedom 
and humanity, that would afford a good 
opportunity for solving once for all the 
mystery of tbo Maine. 


In this connection I can state a most 


interesting and Important fact. President 
McKinloy believes tho Maine was destroyed 
by Spanish miscreants, but there Is in his 
miud a lingering doubt—just such doubt 
as a conscientious man might feel of tha 
guilt of on accused person when the evi- 
dence was circumstantial and not abso- 
lutely conolutivo—enough to tone down 
that part of bis roeeer.ge to congress in 
which he treated of tho Maine. If the 
president bad bcon ablo to dispel this lin- 
gering doubt, tho message would nave 
been more vigorous.

Authors in Prison 


The remarkable trial of M. Zola, and 


the sentence of one year's imprisonment 
passed upon the famous author, recall 
other instances in which writers of world- 
wide reputation have suffered imprison- 
ment for their fearless writing or for 
other reasons. 


It is extremely likely that M. Zola will 


spend his time in prison by writing a 
book, and if so the new work will be by 
no means the only book which has been 
written _ within prison walls. 
The most 


famous instance that comes to mind is, of 
course, 
"The 
Pilgrim's 
Progress," 


which John Bunyan wrote during the 
twelve years he was confined in Bedford 
Jail. 


A widely-read story of recent years, 
" When We Were Boys," had its origin 
in prison, being written by Mr. William 
O'Brien, when that gentleman was un- 
dergoing a sentence of imprisonment for 
a political offense 
in 
Ireland. 
Mr. 


O'Brien, who is an author of consider- 
able ability, has been prosecuted no fewer 
than nine times. 


Mr. Edmund Yates, the author of about 


two dozen novels and other works, suf- 
fered imprisonment in connection with a 
well-known " society " journal of which 
he was proprietor. 
A libel appeared in 


the paper concerning Lord Lonsdale and 
a lady of high rank, and Mr. Yates was 
committed and sentenced 
in January. 


1885, to four months' imprisonment. 
He 


was confined only a month, however, be- 
ing released in February through ill- 
health. 


Tom Paine, the author of " The Age of 


Reason " and other famous works, es- 
caped imprisonment in this country by 
flight, only to be thrown into prison on 
another 
charge 
in 
another 
country. 


Paine's " Rights of Man," which created 
an enormous sensation, and reached the 
amazing circulation of one and a half 
million copies, involved several persons 
in heavy penalties, one man being trans- 
ported for fourteen years for selling the 
book. 


Paine was prosecuted and found guilty, 


but managed to get to France, where he 
was elected a deputy to the National Con- 
vention. 
There he advocated that the 


kin™ 
1 should '-e offrrprl n snip n<5- -Turn in 


America, and that suggestion displeasing 
the Robespierre faction. Paine was im- 
prisoned, being confined eleven months. 


Though England is still without a 


monument to Oliver Cromwell, a stained 
glass window dedicated to the memory of 
" the late John Hampden. who was slain 
on Chalgrove Field in 1643." has been put 
up in the parish church at Great Hamp- 
den, Buckinghamshire. Curiously enough, 
it is intended to commemorate the sixty 
years' reign of Queen Victoria.

N May :;, iSSfi, little Alfonso 


Xlll.. of Spain, came into the 
world to cheer his recently 
widowed mother and to knit 
the conflicting parlies; of that 
country into a more apprecia- 


tive consideration of the good but passive 
goveinment of his father. 
From birth 


the baby was King of Spain, and all offi- 
cial measures were presented in his name, 
but his mother, the Dona Maria Chris- 
tina, continued her regency, which is to 
last until he is sixteen years of age. 


The rapidly shifting slides of Spanish 


politics have brought many and varied 
statesmen and generals into high positions 
in the Madrid Government and into close 
touch with the palace, but, more than Mar- 
tinez Campos, more than Castelar, more 
than Azcarraga, although not more than 
the late Canovas. Praxeles MateoSagasta 
has always, when in office, exercised his 
duties to the full extent of the trust re- 
posed in him by the Queen Regent, at the 
same time remaining as true to his politi- 
cal convictions as the peculiar traditions 
of Spanish Government gave him prece- 
dent for. 


He is now nearly seventy-one years of 


age, and is not a handsome man to look 
upon; in feature, form, manner of speech, 


wilh.touching reference for his first'wife, 
and Maria Theresa. 
The King dic-djn 


Madrid in 1885. 


When the poor Little posthumous baby 


boy came there was great and general re- 
joicing. He had no father to present him 
to the assembled dignitaries on a golden 
charger; that office was performed by a 
Court Chamberlain, but his advent, with 
its accompanying romance, deeply im- 
pressed the people and cemented still 
more firmly the bonds of fealty between 
subject and Queen Regent. 


Alfonso Xill. will, of course, be twelve 


years old in the coming May. From birth 
he has been carefully reared according to 
the historical custom at the Madrid Court; 
his Holiness, Pope Leo XIII., was se- 
lected to be his godfather. Up to the age 
of nine he was under the exclusive care of 
his mother, but that now principally falls 
upon his tutors and instructors. 


To-day he is described as being a good- 


looking lad of slight, graceful figure, pale 
face, and large, lustrous eyes. His figure 
is well proportioned, his eaniage is erect, 
and he moves with a light, quick step. 
lie has not perfect health, however, and 
fears have of late been entertained that 
he will become a consumptive like" his 
father. 


At the Madrid palace he occupies a 


suite with his attendants on the ground

he hardly suggests the Premier, much less the Premier 
of a hidalgo Government. Like Canovas he is of humble 
origin, but unlike the dead grandee he never had autocratic 
ambitions, and in all that he does, says, and appears he is 
never far removed from the intellectual middle class in which 
he first laid the reputation of his honesty and business 
ability, coupled with a whole-souled interest in humanity at 
large. And recent events have emphasized the fact that 
the attributes he possessed as a common engineer, away 
back in the early fifties, have undergone no radical change, 
even though the baleful clouds of his environment may 
from time to time obscuie from foreign gaze his very amiable 
traits. 


Sagasta's political career dates from 1854, when he was 


elected a member of the Cortes from Zamora. He was a 
Liberal, and entertained radical views on goveinment by 
sovereigns. 
He was one of the leaders of the insurrection 


that was waged against Queen Isabella II., in 1856, not 
because he was an advocate of the Salic law, which forbade 
women to reign in the peninsula, but because of the titter 
corruption of the Government. His party met defeat, and he 
was forced for a time to seek shelter in France, but return* d 
to Spain when amnesty was proclaimed. Later he edited 
the organ of his party, "Iberia," and managed to keep out oi 
revolutionary cliques until iS6f), when he again struck, was 
again defeated, and again lied to France, where he re- 
mained until after the abdiction of Queen Isabella. 


The movement which drove the Duca d'Aoste 
from 


power he was not in sympathy with, but neither he nor his 
Party of Progress made any very formidable resistance to 
the decision of Canovas and the grandees to invite Don 
Alfonso, the seventeen-year-old son of the exiled Isabella, 
to the throne. In fact, the only objection was made by the 
Carlists, who fired a few shots at the train that bore the 
Prince from Valencia to Madrid. 
All dissenting parties 


eagerly rallied around the young King to help him drive 
the soldiers of Don Carlos over the frontier. 
Alfonso XII. 


was a popular King—popular with the army for his love 
of military affairs and with the people for his natural human 
generosity and liberal ideas. 


For a brief period after the re-establishment of the mon- 


archy Senor Sagasta remained out of politics, but in June, 
1875, he gave his adherence to the cause of Alfonso XI1.

form a Liberal Constitu-

party, 
so 
sorely 


needed by the Government. 
But when, t\vo years later, 
the administration showed 
signs of intolerable conser-

and he gathered a formid- 
able Opposition to his stan- 
dard. In iSSo a new Liberal 
party was formed, and he 
eagerly joined it. 
Since 


then he has directed the 
affairs of state on five sep- 
arate occasions, not count- 
ing the present, in which he 
succeeded the short-lived 
Government of Azcairaga 
which attempted last Fall 
to carry out the plans be- 
queathed to the Ministry by 
Canovas.

Francis Joseph of Austria- 
Hungary, It is she who is 
now Queen Regent. 
The 


marriage

As time went on Alfonso endeared himself 


more and more to his subjects, and Conserva- 
tive and Liberal cabinets succeeded each other 
without causing more than a brief wave of dis- 
comfiture to the dynasty.

|IIE recent talk about the destitute 
[.-/laughter of the late Allen B. 


^Wilson, inventor of the Wheeler 
& Wilson sewing machine, has 


!-t caused renewed interest in the 


fortunes of the sewing machine million- 
aire, particulaily among the Berkshire 
Hills. 
The famous rotary bobbin and 


hook that took the lockstitch principle 
out ol the monopoly of the Elias Howe 
patents were invented at North Adams, 
Mass. 
Wilson, their inventor, went to 


North Adams somewhere in the late 30's 
and worked at his trade of cabinet mak- 
ing with the firm of ingraham & Adams. 
There it was that the bobbin and hook 
were invented and the foundation of the 
vast Wheeler <Sc Wilson concern was laid. 
Wilson was practically an unknown and 
a very erratic character. 
He spent all 


nis spare time and money on his inven- 
tion and trusted his secret to lew men, 
one of whom was Jasper II. Adams, a re- 
tired furniture dealer of North Adams, 
between whom and Wilson a life-long 
friendship existed. 
Mr. Adams was an 


apprentice in thu cabinet shop where 
Wilson worked and was a brother of one 
of the piopnctors of the concern. 


When Wilson perfected his invention 


he started out to find a capitalist to help 
him put it on the market. 
He struck out 


and ttamped to Pittsfield, but did not re- 
main in that place. 
He pushed on to Wa- 


terbury, Conn., where lie met Wheeler, 
who became the other member of the firm 
of Wheeler & Wilson. 
In clue time the 


sewing-machine was on the maiket, and 
in ten years Wilson was a millionaire. 
For many yeais he drew a salary of §15,- 
ooo fiom the company for looking after 
the patent litigation, and this was in ad- 
dition to his income from the company's 
profits. 
Wilson always remembered the 


taunts and mciedulity of Noith Adoiua 
people, and when he became rich he re- 
solved to show them that he had con- 
quered. 
He built the city's well-known 


hostelry, "The Wilson," for this end, and 
spent an immense sum of money. He re- 
served rooms for himself in the hotel and 
was a frequent visitor. 


Wilson married Miss Harriet Brooks of 


W'lliamstown nearby. They met when 
Wilson was in poverty and when Miss 
Biooks sang in the North Adams Metho- 
dist choir. They were married about the 
time Wilson left North Adams with his in- 
vention in his pocket. 
When fortune 


smiled on the inventor he built a palatial 
icsiclence in Waterbury, which was the 
home of his family during his palmy days. 
Two children were born, one of whom 
'lied. Mrs. Wilson and her daughter were 
lelt practically penniless when Wilson 
died, and the Wheeler sons, who had in- 
herited their lather's wealth, pensioned 


Mis. Wilson forMife. 
Mrs. Wilson died 


several years ago and the daughter, who 
by that time had been married and di- 
vorced, was left alone and penniless. She 
is now uiidcr the care of the 
Milford 


(Conn.) authorities. Her friends are un- 
able to do much for her because of her 
characteristics. 
She is a woman of un- 


blemished character, who inherited much 
of the pronounced eccentricities of her 
father. Her husband, Henry Merwin, had 
some peculiarities like her own and a sep- 
aration was brought about, the Mm win 
family paying the young woman a tew 
hundred dollars.

CONNECTICUT'S OLD ARSENAL. 


ONNKCTICUT'S State a 


is one of the oldest buildings 
used foi the stoiago 
l>' war mu- 


nitions in the United States. It 
was elected in 1812 and legis- 
teied as a fiie-piool building. As 
it is entiiely a wooden allair ex- 


cept foi the outer walls,whii.harc brick,the 
mention ol the term in iclerring to the ai- 
senal is always an occusii n for ridic-ule. 
It is located a mile fioni Haitfoid city 
hall, on Windsor avenue, and built u|.on 
land puichased for Si25, which to-day is 
worth about $50,000. 
The stiuctuie is of 


plain colonial design, with liable root and 
cupola. 
Over the huge folding doois is 


the Connecticut Ltuit-of-ainis. 
Here aie 


stored the equipments of the State militia, 
such as tents, blankets, extia aims, uni- 
foims and geneial supplies. 


Aside Irom these the aiseiial contains 


neaily one hundred stand of Hint-lock 
guns used by Connecticut patriots. o( tlie 
Revolution, and other inteiesting war icl- 
ics. 
Piominent in the yard suiiounding 


the flagpole aie several guns and piles 
of canonballs. These guns are known 
as tiophies, being also relics ol the Revo- 
lution. Except two bronxe pieces they 
are cast of iion and aie fiom fr.ur to 
twclvcpound in size. These guns inspire 
a feeling of awe to passers-by,but as they 
are well 
spiked 
they aie luumless. 


Either side of the enhance aie iion guns 
mounted on eaniages taken oil fiom a 
British ship captured at the mouth of Con- 
necticut Rivei in 1812. They aie about 
seven feet long' and piobably considered 
good size in those days. 


In the sheds connected with the arsenal 


are the magazine and several brass field 
pieces used in the civil war by Connecti- 
cut batteries. 


During the civil war the arsenal was 


guarded by the City Guard (Co. F, First 
Regiment, C. N. G.), Captain Charles II. 
Prentice, commanding. The picture was 
taken about two yeais ago and the men in 
front are the surviving members who did 
duty at that time.

.BALL OF FIRE THAT IS SEEN AT 


NIGHT ON A GEORGIA FARM. 


It IB told to Klie From an Old 


Orava, to Which It Beturai After Mak- 
i»K th« KoanOs—Unlllu the Common 
Fhoiphoreiemt Light. 


"In Dekalb county, Ga., four miles from 


tbe village of Lithonla," laid a native 
of that county, "la what is now known 
RB tho MoWilliams farm. Fifty years ago 
a family named Reid owned tbo place and 
lived there. 
Tho head of that family, 


Jasper Bold, was a headstrong, tyrannies! 
man. He bad a female slave named Judo. 
Reid was hard with his slaves, and for 
some aot of Insubordination, real or fan- 
cied, he bad tbe woman Jutle flogged one 
day and tben locked her In a pen, where 
be kept her on short rations until sb 
died, a month or so later. Judo's bod 
was buried in a piece of woods in a sol: 
t&ry pluoe on a hillside 800 yards or 8 
f re ni tho bouse. Judo nnd tbe solitar 
grave on the hillside would tmve been for 
gotten years ago U it hadu't been that on 
night a week or so nftcr tbo poor slave' 
body had boon burled n curious phenom 
onon inado its appearance at tbe grave an 
bug persisted in appearing periodical]; 
ever since, thus keeping itself ever fres 
in the minds of tbo people thereabout an 
necessarily perpetuating tbe memory o 
Judo and tbo lonely grave. That phenom 
en on is known as Jude's light. 


"It first appeared to old Jasper Role 


btaxolf. He wee Hitting on the piazza o 
his house one night when he saw a ball o 
toe rise in tbe woods directly on the spo 
where Jnde's grave was. Tbe house stooi 
—and stands yet—in tbe fork of two smal 
creeks that join just below it, and tb 
bottom fond ww swampy and covorec 
with flacebrokoB. It was not an uneom 
mon thing to see phosphorescent light 
danee nod float with the wind over an 
among tbostf brakes under certain condi 
tlons of the weather, and Held supposet 
this) light that rose on tbe hill was ODD o 
these, although ho bad never before seen 
any of tbe phosphoreecont wlll-o'-tho-wisp 
appear to for fvom the lowlands, not any 
10 large es this one. Tbe light rose sev 
eral feet above Jude's grave, lingered there 
a moment and then started slowly down 
tho bill toward the boute. This arnazec 
and startled Reid, for quite a strong wind 
was blow lag directly up the bill, and ye 
this light was traveling with ease agains 
it, something no phosphorescent ligbt ha( 
evar been known to do. Besides, this 
ligbt illuminated with a deep reddia] 
tinge the buehos and trees as it pacsec 
along. Held was greatly disturbed in 
spite of himself as the ligbt came on, but 
bo believed it would disappear in the 
swamp, as tbe will-o'-tbe-wlips all did 
But this ligbt passed right on through tbe 
brakes and moved straight toward the 
bourn.

Kntb'an Lyons, 
who lived on tbo farm once, says be baa 
seen the ligbt more than a hundred times. 
I have seen it myself three times. Al- 
though it is always a weird end startling 
apparition, it long ago eeawd to be a source 
of alarm or uneasiness to the people of tbe 
locality, and eren tbe superstitious negroes 
manifest DO terror when It appears, al- 
though they all sacredly believe that it is 
poor Judo, the slave, transformed for some 
cause into a ball of fire-and doomed to 
make these eccentric journeys about tbe 
place where she ofico tolled. 


"This strange light is sparkling, bnt not 


brilliant. It invariably rises from Judo's 
grave, or where tbe grate used to be, for 
there is no mound tbero now, and nevei 
disappears until tt returns t» tha* spot. 
One time when a roan named Hartman 
lived on tbe farm a brother of bis from 
Atlanta who was skeptical about this 
queer ligbt came up there to investigate 
it. It appeared on thn scene tbe first night 
tho investigator waf there and was par- 
ticularly bright and erratic. It came down 
the hill, passed over tbe farm and circled 
round, proceeded up tbe swamp and tben 
off into the woods until it bad gone In that 
direction nearly n mile, where it remained 
stationary.

This light 
moves in the face of the strongest winds. 
Phosphorescent lights vary in size and ap- 
pearance. This light is always the same 
size—about es largo as an average sized 
cantaloupe—and always of the same red- 
dish glow, catting an illuminated belt 
perhaps a yard on each side of It and ahead 
and behind ,lt as it moves. It always rlset 
at the same spot and passes along at tbe 
same height above the ground. It appear* 
ia the driest and hottest as well as to the 
o'oldMt and wettest weather. It doesn't 
cone out everr Bight nar at any »arttenla» 
time <* ni«bt, but Thome* Mice, who 
lived en tbe tens two yean, add be saw 
Jade's light (00 njghte datlBg these two 
years and never later than 11 o'clock at 
night"—New York Sun.

GOOD COOKERY, 


My Dear Louise:* 


Tour cry is U» err of every economi- 


cal housekeeper, both old and young— 
What shall I do with my "left overs?" 
There are tlroea when it seems as if the 
remnants ol things amounted to mora 
than the origine.1 amounts, and what to 
do with them, ao that they shall result 
in appetizing: dishes puzzles many a 
housewife. There are bread crusts and 
half slices, bits of beefsteak, chicken, 
spjonfuls of vegetables, cold potatoes, 
and oh! 50 many other bothersoma 
things. What can you do with them? 
Follow my directions and see if you 
do not have some delicious dishes and a 
smaller provision bill. Don't you get dis- 
couraged sometimes over the accumu- 
lated bits of bread? Well, these can be 
used for a score of things. In the first 
place, put all the pieces in the oven in 
a pan, and leave the oven door open; 
dry them slowly and then grate fine in a 
tin grater and put In glass jars with 
close tops. Now, you can use them for 
rolling: oysters, croquettes, fish, or any- 
thing: for frylns; you can make them tha 
foundation of ttufflng for turkey, chick- 
en or fish, by moistening them in milk; 
you can thicken your plum pudding with 
them, make a bread pudding:, stir them 
into a salmon »alad, or thicken your soup 
with a few of them, and last, but not 
least, you can brown them and give 
them to the children in milk. 


How can you use up the bits of beef- 


steak? Flret, wash them in hot water, 
removing all the grease, and then chop 
fine; mix with boiled potato, season with 
salt and pepper, form into croquettes 
and roll in crumbs and fry in hot fat. 
These meat croquettes make an ex- 
cellent breakfast dish. 


Another good way to use up bite of 


steak or roast tieef is to make a toeel 
stew with dumplings, and for this you 
can also ust the pieces of left over pars- 
nips, turnips and even the onions, first 
rinsing In hot water, to remove all tha 
butter. A beef stew with dumplings is a 
pretty good difeh on a cold d»y. Now, 
you may have mashed vegetables, and it 
does seem as if there was no good way 
to prepare these for a eecond serving, 
but there is. If you have'left over sijuaeh 
remove the pepper from the top and 
make a pie for dinner; if you have a few 
sweet potatoes, us"e th<fee to place of th« 
squash, and make a pie. 


Of course, you cannot make a pie of 


the turnips, parsnips, onions or beets, 
but j-ou can cut the latter up as a gar- 
nish for a salad, and you can make a 
soup of left over beef, mutton or veal, 
into which stir the vegetables, boi\ 
thoroughly and then strain through a 
fine sieve. Season with salt and pepper, 
and a few grains ol nutmeg often im- 
proves the flavor. 


Bits of cold chicken or turkey can be 


used to advantage in croquettes, salads, 
patties or soup, and not a particle should 
ever be wasted. 


Now, 
what can be done with the few 


cold stewed oysters which were not eat- 
en at the last meal? Many cooks would 
say, "Nothing at all," but I say that a 
delicious oyster soup can be made of 
them. Put the oysters in cold water, say 
a pint of water to a cup of oysters. 
When boiling, remove from the fire and 
rub the meats through a sieve. Put one 
pint of milk, one slice of onion, one stalk 
of celery and one sprig of parsley «n to 
boil. Melt three tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter, add three tablespoonfuls of flour, 
and pour on slowly the strained oysters, 
add the hot milk, two teaspoonfuls ol 
salt and one-half teaspoonful of pepper, 
strain and serve. This will be fourjl 
exceedingly good. 


Of course every cook makes a rice 


pudding from her left-over boiled rice, 
but another delicious way to re-serve it 
.s in griddle cakes. For these use one 
cup of cold boiled rice, add on« cup of 
milk, one-half teaspoon of salt, the yo-lka 
of two eggs wHl beaten, one tablespoon- 
ful of buU 
melted, three-quarters of a 


cup of flour, and then the whites of the 
eggs beaten stiff. Fry on a hot griddle. 
Stir the rice thoroughly with a fork be- 
fore putting in the cakes, so that it will 
not be pasty. Beat the eggs very light, 
as there is a large quantity for the 
amount of flour, and if they are not well 
leaten the cakes Will be heavy.

.he cakes until little bubbles rise and 
:hey are dry on the edges and then turn. 
Serve with syrup. 


If you boil too many eggs for break- 
aat, Juet drop them In the kettle, boll 
lard and then slice and use as a garnish 
lor salads. 


If you have tome cold boiled salmon, 


make it into croquettes; any kind of 
white flsh makes a delicious chowder, in 
which you can use cold boiled potatoes 
and onions. 


There i« an old warning, "Do not 
hrow mere out of the back door with a 
teaspoon than can be brought in the 
front door in a basket," and every house- 
wife should see to it that she i> saving in 
the little things.

half teacupful cream and teaspoonful 
flour; fry some thin slices of bacon and 
dip them in it; lay the bacon in a frying 
pan with heated Cottolene, pour the bat- 
ter over it, and when both sides are well 
browned lay on a heated dish, and servn 
hot. A good breakfast relish. 


LEMON TAPIOCA. 


Two tablespoonfuls of tapioca, soakefl 


wver night in half a cup of water. Add 
half a cup of cold water in the morning 
and the peeled rind of a lemon and boil 
until clear. Then take out the rind, add 
the juice of a lemon and a teaspoonfuj 
of lemon extract, half a cup each of su- 
gar and boiling water and a pinch ot 
salt. Boil, mold and serve with suga* 
and cream. 


CLOUDED CHOLOCATE CAKE. 
One cup of sugar, half a cup of buttert 
two eggs, half a cup of milk, two cups oi 
flour, half a teaspoonful of soda, one 
teaspoonful of cream of tartar, sifted, 
•with the flour. Flavor with vanilla. 
Take almost half of this mixture and 
make as dark as required with grateft 
chocolate.

POTATO SOUP. 


Boil three potatoes in salted water un- 


til tender. Scald one pint of milk, witS 
one tablespoonful 
of chopped onion. 


Drain and mash the potatoes, add tfaa 
hot milk and rub through a seive. Melt 
half a tablespoenful of butter, add hali 
a tablespoonful of flour, half a teaspoo^- 
f ul of salt and a little pepper. Pour int* 
the hot soup and cook ten minutes. 


NOODLES FOR SOUP. 


Beat up one egg, add a pinch of salt 


and flour sufficient to make a stiff dough, 
roll eut in a thin sheet, dredge with flour, 
to ke«p from sticking, and let it lay od 
the board a half hour or more to dry. 
Then roll up tightly; begin at one enij 
and shave down fine. 


BAKED CAULIFLOWER. 


Boil uncovered until tender,but aot un* 
til it breaks; split down the middle with 
a sharp knife; lay the cut sides down ia 
a baking dish and pour over and around 
it a large cupful of drawn butter. SifS 
fine bread crumbs on top and set in tha 
oven until it begins to brown. Serve ia 
the baking dish, with vinegar or cut 
lemon. 


SWEET BREAKFAST MUFFINS. 
Sift two teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 


der with one quart of flour; add one cup 
of sugar; rub into the flour a piece of 
butter the siae of an egg, then sUr inoue 
pint of milk. Beat to a smooth batter^ 
and bake in gem pans. 


BEEF OMELET. 


Pour pounds of raw beef, cheeped fine? 


six well-beaten eggs; five or sir *>ds 
crackers, rolled fln«; a little butter and 
euet, pepper, salt and sage; make into 
two loaves, roll in cracker crumbs atod 
bake about an hour; slice when cold. 


PRONE MERINGUE. 


One large cupful of prunes, stoned-antf

We are still In a state of uncertainty, 


mnd preparations for war are going °n at 
(the navy yard and at other points. If 
we believe all we read, Boston harbor IB 
bristling with big guns, disappearing 
and otherwise, and a foreign warship, 
appearing- on a hostile mission, woulc 
be blown out of the water In about four 
minutes. Not only that, liut we are told 
Telegraph hill and drover's cliff are nou 
' nearly ready to be equipped with grrea-. 
Iron monsters, calculated to aid in the 
•laughter of our Spanish foes. At the 
risk of offending some of the bright 
it riters on Boston newspapers, I desire 
to tell you that a great deal that is writ- 
ten In the above vein is pure bosh, the 
result of a too vivid imagination and 
to a greater or less degre devoid of a 
eemblanca of truth.

Let me illustrate what I mean by a 


quotation from a Sunday newspaper of 
this week. Among other things, in 
•treating ot the war situation from a lo- 
cal standpoint, It sayi: "Despite the In- 
clement v. eather, the workmen engaged 
in preparing Qrover's cliff, Winthrop, 
for the reception of the big 10-inch dis- 
appearing guns, Tvhlch are goon to be 
placed there, hare worked day and night 
ever since Sunday last in an eKert te 
complete the work by the emd of the 
week." Any eane man, reading the 
above, would expect to find some mate- 
rial progress in the work on <3rov«r's 
cliff, would hare reason to think that 
^icavations had been made, masonry 
put In, and that, if the work was not 
coTnpleted by Saturday night, It was 
only a question of a few hours' work be- 
fore the cili'' uoulj become a substantial 
part of our coast defenses.

Now what are the facts? I person- 


ally visited Crover's cliff at least 24 hours 
after the article quoted was written, 
traversed the Cliff trom one extremity 
to the Other, and the only sign of prog- 
ress or work of any kind on that b<d 
promitory are a number of surveyors' 
stakes and one hole in-the ground, per- 
haps eijht feet square and four feet 
deep. What a great force of men it must 
ha^e taken to accomplish all this in the 
time the Boston newspaper declares the 
workmen have been toiling with patri- 
otic fervor "day and night!" Or, in an- 
other view, what a great work Is to be 
done if it is so near Its completion. No 
doubt but sometime there will be a. 
fortflcation there, but It will be In th« 
future, and Is not now there.

This talk of war makes people nervous 


and an explosion of any kind causes a 
sensation much greater than would usu- 
ally be the case.

The ex- 
plosion, which wa« the first announce- 
ment of trouble, blew oft the whole mon- 
itor top of the structure, sendlpg tim- 
bers flying in all directions, down 
through stables, dwelling houses and 
other buildings. The substance that ex- 
ploded was the fine grain dust, the ac- 
cumulation of months and possibly 
yean. ThUr grain dust l« almost as sen- 
sitive and powerful as gunpowder. Prob- 
ably spontaneous combustion, or at leaf t 
Intense heating of the grain, produced 
the temperature nec'osary to explode 
the accumulation. 
No better theory 


than this has been advanced, and there 
art very strong precedents to give It 
plausibility.

WHY WE KNOW 80 LITTLE ABOUT 


THAT HEAVENLY BODY. 


Differing Theories That Bavt Sera Ad- 


vanced Sine* tbe Firtt Observation by 
(lawlnl In l«CtJ—The Opinion of Canaille 
FUmniarlon, 


The planet Venus is our nearest celestial 


neighbor, tho moon alone ezueptcd. And 
yet our knowledge of Venug, ss compared 
with that of Mars, is comparatively small. 
Tbis is not because of tba lack of effort to 
increase tbat knowledge, but to otbcr 
CHUMS beyond our control, which are ex- 
plained by Cumille Flarmiiarion in Lo 
Bulletin do la Sooieto Astrouornique de 
Franco. II. Flamraarion writes as follows: 


"When Venus Is nearest to ns, with a 


telesoopo magnifying 80 times only it ap- 
pears ns large OE tho moon as seen with 
tbe naked oyo. An instrument which 
imigiriiios 300 times exhibits Venus to us 
ten times longer in diameter eh an tbe 
moon, und a magnifying power of 600 
makes Venus SO times larger than tha 
moon. Instruments which magnify thus 
giyo gront opportunities for telescopic 
study, and they have produced marvelous 
results in tbe caso of Mars, a planet both 
further from us and smaller than Venus. 
In the case of tho latter planet we are as 
jet not suro of anything. 


"Tho 
reason of this is the difficulty of 


observation. Jn theflrst place, since Venus 
rovohos around the sun in an orbit iy* 
turioc to ours tho timo of its greatest 
proxnmty is whun it passes b«t\veen the 
sun and us. Its illuminated hemisphere 
is luituj'allyfthvnystLirued toward tbe sun. 
Thoiu ixvajt; jjhnsoa analogous to thdlo of 
tho jijoon. The nearer Von us comes to the 
OJith tl-o less wo see of its surface. 
The 


farther it yets away from us tho more we 
sec of its f.urface, but the plnnot is reduced 
to its smallest apparent dimension. A sec- 
ond circ!uiBs>tance, not less deplorable for 
the success 01' our Etudius, is that Venus is 
BunouE'Jcd by an jrumenEe almoephei-o, 
tvnco a;- cuiibu anc! ruuch higher than ours. 
'Iho effete cf this is that we noxsrcnnbe 
euro of aaj tiling ivo see on Venus." 


To demonstrate this M. Flannnarion 


gives a suiru.ary, which cannot be read 
without amusement, of the results of ob- 
servations of Venus during nearly 230 
years- "Iho first observer was Donubio 
Casaini, ac Bologna in 1(3(J6. wbo observed 
what ha behoved to bo a brilliant spot on 
Venus, {irxi this spot he continued to see 
until his (loath in 1726. By tho recurring 
appearance of this spot Gassini calculated 
that Vet, us turned on its azis once in less 
than a leirestrial day and revolved in its 
orbit in nearly 23 days. Cassini's son, 
73 years Inter, thought that ho too saw 
spots on the planet. His calculation 
was that Venus rotated on its axis in 
about iJ3 hours and i33 minutes. Early 
in the se\eiHeenth century nnoCher Italian 
asL'onou^er, Bianchini, thought ha discov- 
ered a now But of spots, and he lengthened 
the timo of tho rotation of Venus on its 
asis to 34 days 8 hours. Then Jobann 
Hierouymus Sohroter (1745-1816) declared 
tbat ke had discovered on Vonua moun- 
tains six timoa higher than Chiinborazo, 
and he filed the rotation of the planet on 
its axis at Sii hours 21 minutes. Sir Wil- 
liam Hcn,chel in his turn finally became 
convinced that no one had «vcr seen spots 
on Venus, that what they believed to bo 
such wore optical deceptions. He declared 
that it was impossible to discover the 
length of time taken by Venlis in turning 
on its ajis, and he cei)&cd to make observa- 
tions of tbe planet. Aft for the high moun- 
tains found by Schroter, Sir William 
laughed at him. Father de Vico and hia 
eollaaguo, Paloinba, of Borne in 1839 made 
more than 10,000 observations of Venus 
and endad by stoutly asserting that there 
were spots on Venus, and they made tha 
time of rotation S3 hours 21 minutes and 
21.8345 seconds! Schiaparelli of our day 
made up his mind in 1880 that Venus takes 
234 cluys and IT hours to turn on its axis 
-»that is to cay, it takes the eame time 
as to revolve in its orbit round tbe sun, 
presunting to tho sun always the sums faco. 


"While, however, Schiapweui has boon 


observing Venus a host of observers in 
various parts cf the world have also been 
observing it. 
The list of them would be 


long. One of the most recent is Air. Bar- 
Hard of tbe Lick observatory, with its im- 
mense telescope. He declared that ho has 
ncVer been able to distinguish any certain 
spot on Venus, save once, on Hay 29,1869. 
The combined result of all the«e observa- 
tions is to demolish completely the theory 
of Schiaparelli. According to all proba- 
bility, the globe of Venus turns, invisible 
to us, under its atmosphere, which turns 
with it, but does not offor any fixed point 
which will permit us to determine the 
time of this rotation. 


"Tho atmosphere of Venus is so dense 


that its action is manifest wben tbe planet 
makes a transit across the face of tbe enn, 
under the form of a black disk. By the 
observation of a transit at Puoblo on Dec. 
8, 1874, it was found tbat Venus has nn 
atmosphere five times higher than that of 
tbe earth 
To sum up, I affirm that we 


can know nothing about the rotation of 
Venus on its axis, because the absorption 
of light produced by its immense atmos- 
phere certainly prevents us from distin- 
guishing any detail on the surface of the 
planet. The gray spots tbat aro perceived 
from time to timo on Veens are effects of 
contrast due entirely to solar light and in- 
distinct shadows of an atmospheric nature, 
incapable of furnishing any serious ground 
for calculation as to the rotation of the 
planet. No one on earth baa ever seen the 
surface of Venus, and no one ever will. 
Kn one has ever seen a clearly defined spot 
like tbose seen dn the disks of Mars or tbe 
moon. The maps of Venus which hav« 
been made up to this time aro pure illu- 
sions."—Literary Digest

The 
attitude coming from having tbe saddle 
low and the bandle bars bigb is now al- 
most a tbing of •the past, though occa- 
sionally even now a rider ;an be seen 
with her knees nearly toauhing her 
chin, pedaling away totally unconscious 
of tbe ungraceful figure she oats. 


An English daily exchange complain* 


that tbe bicycle has enormously increas- 
ed tbe number of women smokers. It 
says: "Tbe great middle class is smok- 
ing as nuconstrainedly as tbe aristocra- 
cy, and tbe working woman is fast fol- 
lowing. One well known lady of title 
is sometimes seen driving in tbe Rip- 
ley road with a brier wood pipe in ber 
month. Inquiries made among doctors, 
tobacconists and others show tbat tho 
bicycle Is responsible for much, as with 
wheel parties bas arisen a freedom of 
manner unknown in tb« presence of a 
•hamron.'.'

NEW AND OLD WHEELS. 


Point* For People Who Bare to Count 


tho Cost. 


Among a good many of the yonng 


riders it is the fashion to get a new 
wheel each year. Sometimes one year's 
riding on a machine is sufficient to 
make it a practical wreck. 
What the 


wear of hard riding has not accomplish- 
ed neglect has completed, and the roa- 
fihine looks disreputable. The more ma« 
tare riders, wbo do not give their mounts 
one-quarter the work of the yonng man, 
and who take good care of it, may not 
deem it advisable to get a new wheel 
eaoh season. Tho life of a bicycle bas 
frequently been a matter of discussion 
in tbe newspapers, but It all depends 
npon its use and care. 


If one is determined to get a new 


wheel and to trade an old one as part 
payment, it is well to consider the al- 
lowance made on the old wheel by the 
dealer. With the reduction in tbe price 
of new wheels the value of secondhand 
machines bas decreased even at a great- 
er proportion. Possibly tbe allowance 
made may be so small that it would be 
better for tbe rider if be retains bis old 
wheel. It may be worth more to yon 
than it is to tbe dealer. It will be good 
to use as a general utility machine. In 
rainy weather or wben the streets are 
wet yon can use it, and wben tbe roads 
are in any way mnddy the old wheel 
can be taken ont 
This saves wear and 


tear on the new machine, and may re- 
sult in its "lasting two seasons instead of 
one. The improvements made in ma- 
chines at present are not so conspicnons 
tbat one can tell this season's or last 
year's mount. Then again with two 
wheels on band one is certain of always 
having a machine to ride. Tbe cost of 
keeping two wheels is no greater than 
keeping one. 


Now as to tbe old wheel. As a mat- 


ter of economy it can be fixed tip in 
shape for another season's work, and 
look almost like a new wheel, for a 
small fraction of tbe cost of a new 
monnt. Because tbe tires are worn ont 
is no sign tbat a new wheel should be 
secured. Because tbe enameling may 
be worn off is no indication that the 
machine is a wreck, even though it may 
look disreputable. Because the nickel- 
ing is rusty is no sign of the need of a 
new machine. Look at tbe bearings. If 
the balls aro in good condition, and the 
cones and onps do not show any uneven 
or exceptional wear, the machine will 
easily stand another season. Even if tbe 
balls are no good, and tbe cones and 
cups badly worn, these parts may be 
replaced at a nominal cost. In most 
cases tbe greatest need of old wheels is 
a thorough cleaning of tba bearings to 
make it run lightly, and a new coat of 
enamel to make it attractive. Both im- 
provements can bo secured at a cost of 
not more than $5.—Washington Star. 


' There are two great quarter miie 
rides on record in tbis country, both of 
which are spoken of among the speed 
merchants as grand performances. One 
was of recent date. With a gear of 113, 
extraordinarily high, Karl Kaser, the 
Swiss champion, did a quarter mile on 
the Belleair quarter mile track in a 
hard wind in 26 8-5 seconds unpaced. 
Mertens did an unpaced quarter with a 
68 gear last year in 20 2-5 seconds. 


In Enrope and England the mileage 


records established dnring a season by 
some of the road riders in thia country 
create wonder and admiration. The 
mileage .credited to J. H. George of 
Philadelphia makes the foreign wheel- 
men stand aghast. Said an English 
wheelman, "I know what it is to ride 
10,000 miles in a year on the old high 
ordinary, with solid tires, but to do 
nearly 100 miles a day, winter and 
summer, for a whole year ia indeed a 
terrific task to undertake and if accom- 
plished will hardly «v«t b* *tt*Bipt«d 
•gain."

ruing has been fostered in the college at' 
nil, but the mistake of inadequate 
equipment was avoided at tbe start. A 
professional instructor, Gworgo Kistler, 
once the mile champion, was engaged, 
<&nd the latent swimming talent given 
the best chance for improvement. Tbe 
results are unexampled for snch a short 
period of preparation. 


The polo team, composed of George 


W. Stevenson, Paul Newmann, E. O. 
Scbaeffer, H. Gartrell, A. N. Gaylord 
and B. W. Palmer, are now all find 
swimmers. ScLmeffer, among tbose who 
know, is counted as one of the best wa- 
ter polo playars in tbe game, though he 
has been swimming only a year and has 
played in "only two games. The team at 
a whole won two first prizes, five sec- 
onds and one third in tbe swimming 
events, including tbe polo game. 


By all odds, the most prominent per- 


eonality of tbe whole show while ha 
was in New York was Dr. Paul New- 
mann, the breezy, irrepressible Aus- 
trian, wbo won the 100 and 200 yard 
races, two second places in tbe shorter 
races and was more than good in nearly 
everything tbat gave him a ohanoa to 
swim.—Boston Herald.

TRADE CONDITION*. 


Prospect of War Has Not Affected Then 


Materially. 


New York, April 23.—General trade and 


speculation are described by Bradstreet's 
as exhibiting most of the characteristics 
which have become popularly associated 
with the near approach of hostilities. 
While there is reported a further quiet- 
ing of distributive trade in some lines 
at the east and south, traceable almost 
directly to warlike conditions, there is 
a lack of regularity even in the reports 
from those centers, whioh serve to shew 
that now that the uncertainty so long 
prevailing has been dispelled trade con- 
ditions are being shaped to the new order 
of thing's. There is consequently greatly 
Increased activity in many special lines 
at the seaboard, accompanied by ex- 
cited markets and heavy price advances. 
While trade in the interior sympathizes 
to a certain extent with this price move- 
ment, there is still a perceptibly good 
trada reported entirely ouUiide of this, 
which serves to prove that the prospec* 
of war hag not had nearly aa much cf- 
feot inland as it has had on the coast. 


The advances in coffee, sugar and rice 


are directly traceable to war influences, 
marking: aa they do either a desire on tho 
part of the domestic buyers to protect 
themselves against any possible inter- 
ruption of supplies, or the anticipated 
levying of taxation to meet the increased 
outlays of the government. Careful 
search among the quotations for staple 
products failfj to reveal an important de- 
cline In prices outside of a fractional 
marking down of steel billets at some 
markets. Among the products which 
have rimalned practically unchanged 
may be mentioned barrel beef, molassts, 
most grades of plgiron. in which busi- 
ness has been very large, and print 
cloths. 


Previous conditions seem largely to 


rule at the various cltlss. Few unfav- 
orable features seem as yet to have mani- 
fested themselves in the westera and 
northwestern markets, although slightly 
more conservative buying at som« cities 
is reported. How much of thla is due to 
the quieting down of the very active 
spring trade experienced, and how much 
owing to the approach of hostilities it 
Is impossible to determine. General re- 
port* that the impending conflict has 
caused few cancellations of orders come 
from the central, westerlVand the upper 
and Mississippi valley. Discouragement 
of new enterprises, consequent on Ifrmer 
money or Indisposition of bankers to 
toan freely pending a definite outcome of 
the eonflict£ls renorttd to gome extent,
